curity aids, social services to fam- 
ilies, outdoor relief, and certifica- 
tion to work relief programs, which 
in most cases are intimately con- 
nected with children's problems". 


Renew Old Pica 


Thus is broached again an idea 


which has been discussed pro and 
con for the last couple of years, a 
central welfare agency for coun- 
ties. Proposed to the legislature by 
the Conference last year, it was rec- 
ommended also by the governor's 
committee on public welfare re- 
cently. 
LaFollette administration 


spokesmen have definitely indicat- 
ed, however, that a reorganization 
of public welfare administration on 
the county level is not contemplat- 
ed now. 


Realizing this. Judge Winton has 


suggested to slate officials that an 
attempt be made to extend local 
services for children within the 
limits of the budget and personnel 
available to the present state public 
welfare, pension, and juvenile de- 
partments. 


A closer coordination of the scat- 


tered welfare bureaus in the capt- 
tol would help to attain this objec- 
tive, the conference believes.

replaced as soon as the weather is suitable 
for this work, probably about May 1. 


That is good so far as it goes, and we 


hope with taxpayers generally that the 
pavement, laid under conditions said to be 
more suitable for it, will meet the expecta- 
tions of those who selected this type. 


It has been argued, with how much 


merit we do not profess to know, that the 
pavement disintegrated so badly during 
the winter. because it was laid at the 
wrong time of the year. Defenders of this 
pavement say that it should b<5 laid in pe- 
riods of warm weather so that it can be 
compacted and bound together by the nor- 
mal flow of traffic. 


Perhaps that is so, but the natural 


question then is ,why was this pavement 
laid just before the beginning of winter 
when it was known that the right time 
to lay it is during periods of warm weath- 
er. 
There is enough experience with 


September, October and November weath- 
er in Appleton to indicate that warm days 
are the exception rather than the rule, and 
that very little warm weather could be ex- 
pected. 


And of course one might make the ob- 


servation that the asphalt covering of Col- 
lege avenue between Drew and Durkee 
streets, which was laid first, while the 
weather still was quite warm, has disin- 
tegrated just as badly as the part that was 
laid in November. The whole thing is 
quite confusing. 


But if it is true that the pavement 


failed because it was laid at the wrong 
time of the year, then someone erred badly 
by permitting it to be laid at a time when 
cold weather could be expected. Either 
some one was careless about laying the 
pavement, or there was urged upon the 
city a pavement about which its promo- 
ters knew very little. In cither event it 
has been a costly mistake. 


It wouldn't be so bad if the contractors 


and the manufacturers were the only los- 
ers, but the principal victims are the mer- 
chants whose business is taken away while 
the streets are closed so that customers 
cannot reach their stores. For several 
weeks last fall, during one of the most 
profitable shopping seasons of the year, 
most of College avenue was closed to traf- 
fic, and now the merchants can look for- 
ward to another period of poor business in 
May, an otherwise busy shopping season, 
while the street is closed again. 
And 


where is the assurance that it won't hap- 
pen again? 


In view of what already has happened 


and the belief expressed by a number of 
men supposedly familiar with pavements, 
that the College avenue covering never 
will work out satisfactorily, the council 
might well again look into the whole mat- 
ter of this pavement to determine whether 
it would not be cheaper in the long run 
to tear up the covering, cart it away and 
start all over again with another type, 
rather than attempt to make repairs. In 
determining the cost of these alternatives 
the council should not fail to include in its 
calculations the loss of business 
while 


streets are closed, if it should be necessary 
to make further repairs in another year. 


Property owners all over the city, not 


only those on College avenue, have quite 
a financial stake in the College avenue re- 
surfacing. Very little of the cost of this 
project could be charged against College 
avenue property owners because nearly 
all of the amount that could legally be 
assessed against this property had been 
collected to pay for the original brick 
pavement. The major portion of the re- 
surfacing cost was paid out of the city's 
general fund, to which all taxpayers con- 
tribute. Thus every taxpayer, and that 
includes about every voter, has a definite 
financial as well as "riding"' interest in 
this pavement. 


It is unfortunate that 
this situation 


should arise in an election year, yet on the 
other hand the acts of public officials arc 
subject lo public scrutiny and fair com- 
ment at all times. It is not hard for vot- 
ers to ascertain what officials arc respon- 
sible for the College avenue paving, and 
if extra cost or unnecessary inconvenience 
was caused by failure of these public of- 
ficials to properly discharge their obliga- 
tions the publiC|has'a right to know it. 
Generally the voters know what lo do 
with public officials who have let them 
down. 


The contractor has shown a willingness 


to repair or rebuild the pavement, but the 


officers who were responsible in the 


first instance for selection of this type 
might well ask themselves, in view of 
their experience thus far, after repairs— 
what? 


FREEDOM OF CONSCIENCE 


The nation needs to establish a reason- 


able policy concerning the citizenship of 
conscientious objectors to military service. 


' A current case is that of Abraham 


Warkentin, a Mennonite 
teacher 
and 


preacher, born in Russia. 
He came to 


America and sought citizenship in a Chi- 
cago court. 
When asked 
whether he 


would take up arms in the defense of this 
country he answered, "No, because the 
Mennonite church does not permit us to 
take up arms and take the life of other 
people." 


He was refused citizenship. 
He con- 


tested that decision and now seeks Su- 
preme Court consideration of his case. 
Mr. Warkentin seems to know his Ameri- 
can history and constitution as well as 
many native-born citizens. He contends 
that the war power in the constitution was 
not intended to give congress power to 
"destroy" Quakers, Mennonites and other 
religious sects opposed to taking oaths and 
bearing arms. Such a narrow construction 
of the oath of citizenship—stressing the 
military feature—is, according to him, a 
"throwback to Salem in 1631, when only 
church members could be freedmen." 


The dissenting opinions 
of 
Justice 


Holmes and Chief Justice Hughes in the 
case of Rosika Schwimmer give Mr. War- 
kentin hope that he may yet become an 
American. 
Whether the public 
agrees 


with those dissents is not clear, but it 
would seem that other qualifications for 
good citizenship should 
be 
considered. 


There are many services a man can give 
his country, even in time of war, which 
do not involve what his conscience tells 
him is murder. How much weight should 
they be given? 
How much freedom of 


conscience do we want to permit?

Moving pictures were used generous- 


ly in a recent Open House program of 
Western Reserve University. The school 
of architecture showed its own newly com- 
pleted movie, in full color, of the work 
of students and instructors in water colors, 
modeling and 
architectural 
design. 
It 


showed pictures of the construction of the 
Empire State Building, the George Wash- 
ington Memorial Bridge and other archi- 
tectural wonders. . 


The physics laboratory movies present- 


ed experiments with radio-active rays, the 
constitution and transformation of the cle- 
ments and a dramatization of the early 
experiments of Michael Faraday. These 
were sound films. 


The geology department offered movies 


of the geysers of Yellowstone National 
Park. The biology department had mov- 
ies, made by faculty members, of life in 
the Subarctic. There were travel movies 
for the languages. 
The psychology de- 


partment presented a film made by Yale 
University at its Primate Laboratory in 
Florida, demonstrating differences in the 
development of children and apes. It had 
also the movie record of the famous Jim- 
mic snd Johnnie, the twins reared under 
separate environments as part of a Colum- 
bia University experiment. 


The possibilities of movies in education 


seem almost inexhaustible. There is hardly 
a subject or a department not suited to 
the supplementary 
use of movies, and 


radio as well.

SHORT SELLING CHECKED 


In theory, at least, there seems to be nothing 


out of the way in the new rule of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission to curb short selling. 
This type of transaction could be done away 
with altogether without infringing the market's 
useful function as a market. It is purely a spec- 
ulative device as regards the vast bulk of trans- 
actions employing it, and the defense that "cov- 
ering" by shorls serves to check a falling mar- 
ket seems to us sheer nonsense. One can argue 
as well that the market would not go down so 
fast and so far if the shorts did not sell in the 
first place. Besides, as a practical matter, a 
great deal at any rate of the covering takes 
place after the market lias finished, going down 
and has started up again. 
* ' 


The defense also is made that short selling 


serves to check undue rises in the market and 
this the SEC has acknowledged and taken ad- 
vantage of in its very novel ruling. It will per- 
mit short sales only at prices one-eighth point 
above the last receding sale. Thus short sales 
will be practicable only on a rising market and, 
if they really check undue rises, will have am- 
ple opportunity to do so. 
•> 


Basically, the complaint against short sales is 


that they result in an artificially unbalanced 
market. The price of a stock, as of anything 
else, is determined by the balance between buy- 
ers and sellers at any given moment; that, is, be- 
tween supply and demand. A short sale is made 
with shares that have, been borrowed from 
someone who bought them to speculate on a

I am thinking of 
the salmon. 
Rivers flowing into 


the Pacific are almost "packed" at 
times with salmon swimming up- 
stream. The salmon arc caught in 
great numbers. 


Totem poles carved by British 


Columbia Indians are famous. 
Among the poles in Stanley park, 
Vancouver, is one- with a moon- 
face at the top. It is known as 
the Skedans pole, and was first 
set up on one of the Queen Char- 
lotte islands, later being removed 
to the park. 


The pole was carved 70 years 


ago as a memorial to a chief nam- 
ed Skedans. and was used for his 
buriaL A hollow was made inside 
it, near the top, to hold the chief's 
remains. 


On the back of the Skedans pole 


are markings which show what 
was paid to the men who carved 
it and put it in place. 
The cost 


appears to have been 290 blankets. 


Near the bottom of the pole is 


a figure which represents a grizzly 
bear. On each ear of the bear is 
an image of a human face:

Menasha — A "three-E" program

Luchsinger, municipal court judge 
at Oshkosh, at the Monday noon 
luncheon meeting of the Menasha 
Lions club at Hotel Menasha. 


Education 
is bein^ carried on 


from the primary grades through 
to the high schools and colleges, the 
judge said, in order to teach people 
to become safe drivers and pedes- 
trians. Engineering advances have 
given safety-steel a u t o m o b i l e 
bodies, 
shatter-proof 
glass 
and 


four-wheel brakes but 
the 
auto 


manufacturers have not yet given 
the driver lights which permrt safe 
operation of a car at speeds over 
40 miles an hour at night. 


The future development of en- 


gineering will be a gigantic nrojccl 
calling for the redesigning of ihgh- 
ways to handle the high-speed cars 
of today. However, that project is 
at least 25 years in the future and 
in the meantime enforcement must 
reduce the tremendous traffic toll, 
he said. 


Explains Laws 


The licensing system has been 


quite universally adopted 
as a 


means of weeding out the unfit 
driver, the speaker declared, point- 
ing out that only six states have 
no license laws. In Wisconsin a 
wave of sentiment for compulsory 
insurance resulted in the drastic 
laws in force now. Some 70 of- 
fenses 
have 
been listed by the 


state for which a driver may lose 
his license. These 
oflenses 
may 


range from exceeding the speed 
limit in a residential district to 
reckless or drunken driving. 


The driver may only secure his 


license again when he is able to 
prove himself financially respons- 
ible. The judge stated that insur- 
ance companies were declining to 
issue policies to drivers whose rec- 
ords showed they we^e bad risks.

Closed for Eight Hours 


Nccnah—Ice jams 
rising more 


than 12 feet high and stretching for 
more than a quarter of a mile, this 
morning blockaded County Trunk 
Highway A along the west shore of 
Lake Winnebago about three miles 
south of Neenah.

C. Hoppmann in the Dane county 
circuit court for determination. 


The citizens of Waupaca voted 


three years ago to buy the local 
property of the private utility cor- 
poration. The public service com- 
mission set a value on the property 
of $225,000. That valuation the util- 
ity now seeks to have the Dane 
county circuit court set aside. 


In briefs on file today opposing 


counsel for the commission and the

outlined their 
argu- 


ments. According to H. T. Ferguson, 
chief counsel for the state regula- 
tory board, a jury verdict was not 
icquircd in the Waupaca case be- 
cause previous owners of the Wau- 
paca utility recorded a valid sur- 
render of their franchise in 1911, 
and which consequently waived the 
jury requirement.

ed that, if they registered under the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
law, they would become subject to 
other provisions of the law which 
are, in their judgment, plainly out- 
side of the power of congress. 


The 
Securities and 
Exchange 


commission appealed to the utilities 
to register and formally pledged 
that they would not lose any con- 
stitutional rights or the privilege 
of raising constitutional questions 
when other clauses of the law came 
into operation. But the say-io of 
the SEC was insufficient. The util- 
ity companies chose to have this 
point adjudicated by the supreme 
court of the United States, because, 
after all. executive commissions 
change rules from day to day and 
some of them do whatever the pres- 
ident in his political moods hap- 
pens whimsically to desne them to 
do. 


Assurance of Court 


Today, the utility holding com- 


panies know that, by filing regis- 
tration certificates, they incur no 
other obligation. They now have 
such 
an assurance 
from the su- 


preme court of the United States 
in the following language of the 
opinion by Chief Justice Hughes: 


"All rights and remedies as to all 


other provisions of the act are, as 
we have seen, expressly reserved 
to the defendants by the decree. 
Nor can it be said that this reserva- 
tion is illusory- If this decree is af- 
firmed, it will constitute a specific 
adjudication that registration will 
be 
without prejudice 
to future 


challenge of the validity of any 
provision of the act. or require- 
ment of the commission outside of 
sections 4A and 5 (the registration 
provisions)." 


Thus 
does 
the supreme court 


limit to the narrow point of regis- 
tration its decision on the Public 
Utility Holding Company act. It 
might well be asked why the util- 
ities fought the suit if registration 
was in itself considered innocuous 
or why the mere disclosure of data 
as 
required 
by the registration 


statement met with their opposition 
in the courts. 


The answer is that the regulatory 


power, as invoked by the New 
Dealers, especially at the outset of 
the present administration, really 
knew no limits". Thus, James M. 
Landis. who was chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange commis- 
sion at the time the Public Utility 
Holding Company act was enacted, j 
made a public address in which he 
insisted that registration was the t 
essence of regulation and control. I 
This naturally alarmed the holding j 
companies, who wanted something 
more definite 
on which to base 


their submission to the formula of 
registration.

But now. at all events, the su-! 


prcme court has written into a for-1 
mal opinion the assurance that rcg-' 
istration means registration and 
nothing else and that whatever the 
SEC now does as a part of its effort 
to enforce other provisions of the' 
Public Utility Holding Company act' 
stands separately and will doubtless , 
be ruled upon in the courts as each \ 
issue of alleged unconstitutionally' 
arises in a specific case.

The probabilities are that the fa-

It is most regrettable that lack of i 


confidence 
in 
commissions and' 


agencies of the government under j 
the New Deal has made necessaiy 
the lengthy suit which has just 
been completed. The chances are. 
if the present reorganization bill is 
passed, confidence will be weaken- 
ed even more and there will be 
more frequent resort than hereto- 
fore to the courts to test rulings or 
regulations of whose permanence 
or potential scope there exists grave 
doubt on the part of trustees of 
private property and of the savings 
of the people.
